for tlie last two Sundays In fferch ana the first two in April) containing a 
series of aensatibmlized articles entitled Icontity 2 aM illustrated in ))art 
by pictures of including sorne in which photoirontage was used to 

heighten tlie dramatic effect. CCARJ^iNA? explained that these articles were 
based on. material v/hicb he had prepared and which his literary collabcrato::'. 

Identity 3 j* had then peddled to the newspaper, but that his original article 
had been badly distorted because.. In his weakened physical condition, he hid 
pej^initteci Identity 3 the representatives of the newspaper to brow-beat him 
into withdrawing conditiens he had established to insure a fair presentation 
of his etorj'-. The story was that an operation had been organized to assasrilnate

had preparfjd his article as a balanced account of both operations , C3alclng clear 
hl& ovJTi modest participation in the second, and had insisted on written guarantees 
•that Ills text would be used without material changes and ocher safoguarls. Uh<?n 
he reluctantly withdrew his conditions under the combinad assault of Identity 3 
and. tlie British, who insisted that the material would have to be- reworked \rj a 
Britlsih writer to give it punch and appeal, the published version altered the 
sense of the whole thing by playing dora the Identity 5 case end rnaking CA?iSTBIA 
‘fche man in charge of the Identity 4 operation. CARETIMA feels that he 
deceived by his reliance on the British sense of ’*falr play" and is new ruefully 
assosElng the dany?.ge. (He still holds all rights of publication in any otlier count^ry 
and has rejected the X'ecent advances of the Identity 6, which wants his artlcl'^s 
but not on his terms.)

B. e.xplalned that he withheld the un^s of eill pa:rticl pan -..s ir 
the Qensan assassination operatiors, though ho was houv;lly prescirrsd by the Britis/i 
to reveal them, and adds tMt he v.d.11 not cliscloso ido:itit,ios or any other Inform 
mation of possible continuing opei^atlonal slgi'iificance in anytliinf; he writos', not 
even to Identity 3. (It might be noted tlur/t the facsijiile rerirexiuotion

C. i^eanwhilc Identity 3 froni sharing cmbarranscenti is 

p2>5GSing him Iiard to prepare tnore material. However, /[AKETXHA explains, nany of the 
things he has in ?alnd n^ake it necessai^ for bf.m to soelc out cld friend:; ard coil.leagiaes 
to get their slants on the incidentk':: in order to cosaplttte the story, this Looans 
travel, which be is simply not up to at the nK>ment. Identity 3 has ei’.gerj. 7 
volunteered to overcome this difficulty by cirivlng CAI^JTIN the c:our:hry to 

call ori his friends, but QAJ^INA'.bns no Intention of compromising thoMo people, 
niany of .them living under false nauKiS. and rrtost of them in straitened circumst<"inc.er\. 
to Identity 3 ov anyone else. ^ ^-gained the Impi'ession tliat ,CA§?PIW^ ffi.igbt 

poiBsibli^ suspect Identity 5 of ulterior viotives in pj.'^nsing his o\m solution so 
vi^^ixDusly, but all, he i\^a2.1y said was that none of tb'jm would talk to Identity 3 
^7^7 and •that since he would expect to cut them in oii the proceeds, a mc^.^e Vrhich 
Would pain Identity 3 acutely bn preferred to keep Identity 3 out of it. 

. D. It is legitimate to speculate whetiaor CAIJ^3JJft*s connection with 
^itish Journalists might cover a deeper connoct5.on to British Intelligence, and 
whether Identity 3*s omi eager interest might be a ixjf lection, in vi.ew of some of 
the r.ossibJ.c traces on him, of Soviet interest in CAIlSrjIHrt and Ills associateo- 
r ] guess, is that the first is prolebly not true. He cannot Judge the 

second alT"all. 



E. CAI^ZNA’^bas rejected Identity 3 *e earnest e.rguti>ont8 tliat his 
material will lose all value if the SPD shculd win the ne^rt German election and 
now seems to bo thinking more along the llro of prepriring the rest of his 
ma'terial in book form, perhaps then soiling pi'^-puhllcction rcs.gazine rights. 
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He feola iJiat magazine publication too far in advanca 1,3 likoly to tako tl^ 
bloom off the book and he seems to have decided that Identity 3*s professional 
Judgment of this point is not disinterested. This together with tho . likelihood 
that the Identity 7 Is not pleased with the porformancs to date may lnfluc?noe 
CAR5TIN4 to abjure further publication for the time being.
